It proves, on the positive sve, 
as Hungary does on the nega- 
tive, that no nation today, or com- 
bination of them, can hope to 
win unless world opinion also 
goes along with whatever action

The United Nations, by its 
speedy movement of even a 
token force into Egypt ahead of 
the Soviet “volunteers,” 
' quenched a fire which already 
was blazing dangerously and 
threatening to spread with great 
rapidity. 

Let no honest person fail to see 
here the meaning of the United 
Nations and the success 
attained. 


But, to be sure, this is not a 
final victory. 

The United Nations cannot 
create a real victory by re- 
establishing the status quo. The 
status quo was so filled with con- 
troversy and injustices it pro- 
duced the flames so fortuitously 
extinguished by the U.N. action.

Those who are expert in the 
field feel the first great error 
was failure of this country, and 
our allies, to stand firm against 
Egypt's refusai to allow Israeli 
ships passage in the canal. This 
success led Nasser to believe, as 


was true, he could move more | 


boldly. 

It would not be proper for Is- 
rael to be permitted to add terri- 
tory by the act of armed seizure 
during this controversy. And Is- 
rael properly has agreed to with- 
Craw from the Sinai Peninsula. 

But the Gaza Strip, held by 
Cairo, and used as a base for 
raiding across the border, should 
not be returned to Egypt. It is 
not a part of Egypt. It is, in 
fact, remote from any real con- 
nection with it. 


It is inhabited by the refugees. 
They were always a charge of 
the U.N. Egypt used them for 
political exploitation, but heart- 
lessly ignored any real attempt 
to care for them. Since they 
were, and are, a U.N. case, the 
Gaza Strip should be demilita- 
rized and neutralized under U.N. 
direction. 


Another Error 


Another primary error was al- 
lowing Egypt to fortify the two 
small islands in the Gulf of 
Aqaba. They were never owned 
by Egypt. Saudi Arabia held ti- 
tle to them. But that country 
allowed Nasser to fortify them 
for one purpose only—to bar Is- 
raeli ships from the gulf. These 
islands certainly should not be 
allowed to continue as Egyptian 
bases. The gulf, like the canal, 
should be free to shipping. 

These two basic decisions are 
necessary. Neither would de- 
prive Egypt of anything which is 
hers. 

There are other elements 
which combine to produce explo- 
sives. One is Jordan. It is 
hopeless, in so far as an eco- 
nomic future is concerned. It is 
tied to Iraq by religion and its 
ruling family. It has existed on 
British subsidies, and now, pre- 
sumably, on Russian, with some 
help from Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt. 

But Egypt’s money must be 
running out. It is hardly con- 
ceivable the Soviets will continue 
pouring money into Nasser’s 
cavernous pockets. This will 
mean, in turn, Jordan’s purse 
will be even thinner than usual. 
Joined with Iraq, the union 
would have a chance of economic 
and political existence. This would 
make necessary the elimination 
of the Jordan army clique which, 
sometime ago, was “bought” by 
Egyptians. Some of this poison 
also is found in the Iraqi army. 
This fact makes union very un- 
likely.

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Registration Laws 


Must Be Revised 


Any proposed changes in Georgia's 
election laws most certainly should in- 
clude a prévision to shorten the period 
between voter registration deadlines and 
elections. 

As retiring Sen. Everett Millican of 
Atlanta told the Georgia League of Wom- 
en Voters Tuesday, state laws require a 
longer period between registration and 
elections than any other state. It is un- 
realistic and does not meet the modern 
needs of Georgia politics. 

Some states keep their books open 
until the day before election. This seems 
extreme and does not give enough time 
to prepare ballots and otherwise plan 
for elections. But the waiting period could 
be shortened to two months or six weeks 
and the state would benefit. 

Voter participation in Georgia elec- 
tions is about the lowest in the nation. 
This is due in large measure because a 
larger percentage of people of voting age 
simply are not registered. This is true 
of every county in the state. 

The Constitution recently investigated 
registration lists in a number of Georgia 
counties. Some have not been revised for 
years. Dead people and those who have 
moved away still are on the lists as quali- 
fied voters. Such a situation invites fraud 
and could be used to thwart the will of 
the people. 

Voter registration should have top 
priority in any consideration of election 
laws* revision. The people should be en- 
couraged, not discouraged, to take part 
in decisions which affect their lives and 
welfare. 

The General Assembly owes it to the 
people of the state to protect and to ex- 
tend their right to vote. The biggest fail- 
ures in that respect today are in_ loose 
registration practices.

His Most Crucial Test 


The athletic board of the University of 
Georgia has voted confidence in head 
coach Wallace Butts in an action that 
should restore calm to the campus and the 
alumni association. 

The meeting was a result of published 
reports that after a series of poor sea- 
sons some alumni were after Coach 
Butts’ head. Obviously they were but 
sanity and the long view prevailed. 

Wallace Butts still is in Athens and 
the university’s reputation is unsullied. 
Ingratitude is an all too common trait, 
and over the years Butts’ teams have 
brought more glory to old Georgia than 
any other teams in its long history. 


At the meeting the athletic board ac- 
cepted the resignations of three members 
of Coach Butts’ staff. This means a reor- 
ganization and new look in the athletic 
department, something that should result 
in higher morale, more successful recruit- 
ing and, in time, a proud and happy group 
of sports-minded alumni.

Do Not Want Anarchy 


Clinton, Tenn., and its troubles attract 
wide attention, national and international, 
because it has chosen to try to carry 
out the integration of 12 Negro students 
in its public schools. Disorder and vio- 
lence have attended the effort, the worst 
of it instigated by persons who came 
there from other areas. 


Clinton now has had a local election. 
The people voted 4 to 1 against candidates 
endorsed by the White Citizens Council. 
This means not that all these voters pre- 
ferred desegregation, but it does most 
emphatically mean they want to live by 
law and not by anarchy. It also means, 
as the newly elected mayor said, though 
he himself prefers segregation, violence 
will not be condoned. 

Whatever any other community may 
think, and wish to do, it seems an in- 
escapable fact that if Clinton, or any 
other local government, votes against ex- 
tremists, it should have all possible_help 
to maintain local self-government without 
interference. 

Those who incite anarchy in the face 
of the expressed will of the people for 
law will open a Pandora’s box of federal 
enforcement which will bring a blight on 
our entire region—economic, spiritual 
and social.

Cost-of-Living Probe 
Would Be Beneficial 


A congressional investigation 
“wage-price-ptofit relationships” in basic 
American industries might be helpful in 
shedding some light on why the cost of 
living continues to rise.

been proposed by Walter Reuther, presi- 
dent of UAW, in a letter to. President 
Eisenhower. It might be of value in stop- 
ping the ever-upward spiral which 
threatens to wipe out the over-all eco- 
nomic gains of the nation and poses a 
potential threat to free enterprise itself. 


Reuther’s contention is that wage in- 
creases have not justified the increase in 
prices. Whether they justify them or not, 
the fact is that last year’s increase in 
steel prices is now reaching the con- 
sumer in higher prices for all basic com- 
modities which use steel. 


The cost of the wage increasg when it 
finally reaches the consumer has had its 
profit markup at the manufacturing 
level, at the wholesale and dealer levels. 
This means the consumer pays much more 
than the mere wage increase. That is why 
it is reasonable to argue that large peri- 
odic wage increases are self-defeating— 
the gains are wiped out by the inflation 
which results. 


It is true that corporation profits are 
the highest in history. But so are work- 
ers’ earnings. Both are trimmed by infla- 
tion resulting from imbalance between 
production and consumer incomes. 


A congressional investigation to estab- 
lish the facts certainly seems to be in 
order. Whether it be profiteering, wage 
increases which create inflationary mar- 
ket forces or inefficiency in distribution, 
the facts might lead to steps toward 
stability.

Is a Mixed Blessing 


Appointment of Douglas MacArthur 
II, career diplomat, as ambassador to 
Japan is news which both pleases and 
disturbs. This young diplomat, nephew of 
Gen. MacArthur and son-in-law of the 
late Sen. Alben Barkley, is regarded in 
Washington as perhaps the most able man 
in the State Department. 


It is said of him that when Secre- 
tary of State Dulles is away it is Mac- 
Arthur who “keeps the store.” 
regarded, for example, as far superiar in 
knowledge of affairs and in ability to 
Assistant Secretary Herbert Hoover Jr., 
who may become the next Secretary of 
State. 

To exile the most able man in the de- 
partment from Washington is disturbing. 
But it is pleasing, of course, to see such 
an outstanding career man be advanced 
to full diplomatic status and placed in 
sv important and critical a post as Japan. 

But, around Washington, and on other 
diplomatic offices, there will be a lot 
of wondering as to who now will be able 
to mind the store.

Fulton’s School Needs 
Cawt Wait Until Later 


The Fulton County Board of Educa- 
tion has called for a three-million-dollar 
bond issue vote for school building needs 
on Jan. 15. 


While it will be held prior to the 
proposed joint city-county issue for capi- 
tal improvements, there is an _ under- 
standable reason for it. The county needs 
the money as early as possible in order 
to complete certain building projects by 


-‘next September—projects which are ab- 


solute necessities. 


The bond issue falls short of current 
building needs, but if the state fulfills 
its commitments, minimum requirements 
will be met. The state should meet its 
obligations, especially in view of the fact 
that local resources are being used to 
the limit of present capability. 


In that connection, it is worth noting 
that Fulton County school building costs 
are being kept well below that of the 
nation while quality stays high. National 
average cost per classroom in 1954 was 
$30,928. Fulton County costs averaged 
$20,478. This means Fulton Countians are 
getting much more for their money than 
taxpayers in most areas of the nation. 


Much credit for this fine building cost 
record is due to Assistant Superintendent 
Norman Aaron, who is in charge of build- 
ings and construction. Mr. Aaron is per- 
forming a highly creditable job as Supt. 
Paul West points out. The taxpayers 
are grateful. 


Fulton voters surely will approve this 
request for three million dollars, which 
will necessitate no increase in taxes.

Tithing Is a Duty 
Of Each Christian 


I receive so many letters asking about tithing 
that ii seems in order to discuss that important 
matter here. Basically, there are three questions 


asked: (1) Is it a Christian obligation to tithe? (2) How do I figure 
what my tithe should be? (3) To what should I give my tithe? Today 
and tomorrow let’ disctiss those questions. 


In answer to the first question, 
there are many passages in the 
Bible where tithing is taught but 
one of the clearest is Malachi 3:8- 
10: ‘‘Will a man rob God? Yes, ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings. . . . Bring ye 
all the tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may be meat in Mine 
House, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of Hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of 
Heaven, and pour you out a bless- 
ing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.’’ 


In that passage we have both a 
command and a promise. Tithing 
is not something for us to decide, 
it is something God has decided 
already. If we break any of His 
laws, we suffer for it. I am one 
wita eet c Dhet Pwe Bo not give 
voluntarily God has ways of tak- 
ing up His collections. 


One does not. give with the ex- 
pectation of being paid back, how- 
ever the promise is clear and it 
has been said well, ‘‘God has never 
broken any promise ever spoken.”

continent and Britain into its grip 
without moving one of its 300 Red 
army divisions. 

2. It will have to be recognized, 
i think, that the Anglo-French-Is- 
raeli intervention makes it more 
difficult, not less difficult, to nego- 
tiate with Egypt for a settlement 
of the operation of the Suez Canal. 
But we can’t afford to be satisfied 
with a U.N.-supervised truce. 

The urgent need is to deal with 
the problems which brought about 
the intervention and if we fail to do 
so we will be leaving the door open 
and the windows unlocked to the 
Soviet. This means dealing early 
and energetically with the prob- 
lems of Egyptian-Israeli frontiers, 
Arab refugees, the Suez and eco- 
nomic aid to the Middle East. 

3. In the matter of economic aid 
it seems clear that we have 
reached a point where economic 
assistance ought not to be used as 
a means of asserting national in- 
fluence in this part of the world.

Stevenson Will Be 
A Strong Influence 


WASHINGTON—In renouncing a third try for 
the presidency in 1960, Adlai Stevenson has at 
the same time assumed the role of leader of what 


the most important: 


American government and. the 
American people more than to help 
lead the United Nations against 
Britain. France and Israel. We 
know that Israel had suffered con- 
siderable provocation. We know 
that Britain and France acted to 
solve a set of problems by pressure 
at a time when it appeared that no 
headway at all was being made to 
solve them by negotiation and at a 
time when it seemed to London and 
Paris that the United States was 
helping very little and might be 
letting the Middle East slip away 
by default. 

But the British need to under- 
stand that. it is the deepest con- 
viction of the United States that 
the role and influence of the United 
Nations would have been reduced, 
perhaps for all time, to pygmy 
size if the United States had voted 
to condone the use of force against 
Egypt. 

But let’s not be fooled into think- 
ing that the Kremlin wants the 
U.N. to be successful in turning 
the present truce into a construc- 
tive settlement. It doesn't. It wants 
turmoil and through turmoil it 
could conceivably get a strangle- 
hold on the economies of Britain 
and Western Europe. That’s the 
play the United States must not 
lose sight of. 


the late Wendell Willkie, 1940 Republican candidate for the White 
House, called the ‘‘loyal opposition.’’ Willkie was referring to his own 
leadership of the Republican ‘‘opposition’’ to the Democratic admin- 
istration of Fran''in D. Roosevelt—the latter’s third. 


The adjective ‘‘loyal’’ followed 
the British custom—‘‘His Majesty’s 
loyal opposition’’—but it had an- 
otiier connotation as well. The na- 
tion was soon in World War II and 
Willkie sought to imply cooperation 
in that common peril. 

The twist in Stevenson’s case is 
that he is to be, in a sense, leader 
of the ‘‘loyal opposition’’ within the 
Democratic Party. That is, he is 
allying himself with the Northern 
and Western liberal wing of the 
party in its effort to keep the party 
in tune with the aspirations of the 
great rank and file outside the 
South. This wing is not truly rep- 
resented by the Southern leader- 
ship that dominates in Congress. 


However, the party’s titular lead- 
er—meaning Stevenson, who won 
that title the hard way—will be 
found to be cooperative in those 
aims of the Southern leadership 
that are in the progressive tra- 
dition. 


He will side with the non-South 
elements in Congress on such is- 
sues as civil rights as well as on 
socigl and economic programs with 
which conservative Southerners ‘in 
Congress do not go along. 

Southerners Stevenson 
has such allies on social and eco- 
nomic objectives as Sens. Kefauver 
and Gore of Tennessee, Hill and 
Sparkman of Alabama, Scott of 
North Carolina and on some is- 
sues of Sen. Johnson of Texas, the 
party floor leader. There are some 
like-minded also among Southern- 
ers in the House of Representa- 


ied 


As for Stevenson's position in re- 
gard to the Republicans and Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, it can be said 
that he will pursue what he called 
in his statement ‘“‘a strong, search- 
ing and constructive opposition,”’ 
somewhat after the manner of the 
closing days of the campaign. 

His counsel will be manifest in 
the attitude of Democrats on for- 
eign policy in the coming session 
of Congress. He also will par- 
ticipate in the outside by speaking 
out about. administration foreign 
policy. He will be speaking to and 
for the rank and file of his party 
who look to*him rather than to 
vague and shadowy figures here in 
Congress. 

In renouncing any thought of 
seeking the party's presidential 
nomination again, Stevenson over- 
rode the advice of some of his 
friends who argued that he would 
be in a better strategic position to 
influence the course of his party if 
he kept his intentions uncertain. 

It was his thought, concurred in 
by others of his advisers, that he 
would be free and, therefore, more 
effective if he made known his in- 
tentions here and now.

Educating the public “in mat- 
ters of mental health’”’ is one of 
the major problems facing psy- 
chologists today, Dr. Roger W.

Dr. Russell said psychologists 
may have to use ‘“‘all the skills 
of psychology” in making society 
aware of mental health problems 
and needs.

In Obtaining 


Confessions 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


How do the Communists extract | 


information from prisoners and 
force them to confess crimes 
they never committed? We have 
seen this happen to some of our 
captured aviators and clergy 
who are men of intelligence, 
ability and character. This clever 
technique is known popularly as 
brainwashing. 

I obtained a better insight into 
their methods from a special re- 
port on Communist interrogation 
and indoctrination of prisoners 
given by Dr. Lawrence E. Hinkle 
Jr. and Dr. Harold G. Wolff of 
New York. The article appeared 
in a recent issue of the Archives 
of Neurology and Psychiatry. 

The original Bolsheviks had 
many encounters with the Tzarist 
secret police. Following the revo- 
lution the Soviets placed reforms 
in this department high on their 
list. 

They instituted a plan that is in 
marked contrast to Western 
justice. A suspect is not arrested 
until authorities feel certain he 
has committed a ‘‘crime’’ against 
the people and Communist ide- 
ology. 

The crime may be talking to a 
foreigner or destroying the peo- 
ple’s property. In contrast to our 
attitude the prisoner of war also 
is regarded as an enemy of com- 
munism and is subjected to the 
same type of trial as the civilian 
‘“‘enemy.”’ 

According to the Red way of 
thinking, those who are caught or 
seized are not arrested—merely 
detained for interrogation. In the 
detention center the culprit is 
seated with those who made the 
arrest to discuss his crime and 
why he committed it. Guilt is a 
foregone conclusion but months 
or years of interrogation may be 
needed to obtain a confession. 

The method is a psychological 
type of brutality; it relies upon 
fear, isolation, uncertainty and 
such procedures as sitting or 
standing for hours, poor food, 
little sleep and constant ques- 
tioning. 

Whenever signs of a breakdown 
become apparent the captive is 
hospitalized temporarily and re- 
vived. 

After a confession is signed the 
court pronounces sentence. If the 
death penalty is not received the 
transgressor usually is sent to 
some isolated area, such as 
Siberia, where rehabilitation con- 
tinues for years, if necessary.

Inconspicuous 
Kindness 


Well, hooray for the Atlanta Christian Council and its Christ- 
mas Bureau! 

This bureau has been operating at Christmas time for several 
years now for the dual purpose of preventing duplication in giv- 


ing and to provide information to donors as to whom and where 
they might give. 


From my own frantic calls to the bureau for help for some- 
body late on Christmas Eve I know they do a good job. Last 
year, I believe it was, we had thought all the pressing problems 
of Christmas and most of the news had been thoroughly covered, 
and in our office, as in offices all over town, we were busy with 
the staff party. Somebody called to report a case of dire need, a 
family where there was serious illness and hunger and several 
small children to suffer. I remember a feeling of panic as I tried 
all the regular agencies to find them closed. And then the com- 
fort of hearing Lamar Clements’ voice at the Christmas Bureau. 


He did not know exactly where he could find help for the 
family at so late an hour. But his voice was quiet, his tone reas- 
suring. And in a little while he called back. Help was on the way. 

So I urge individuals and groups who want to ‘‘adopt’”’ a 
family to do it through the Christmas Bureau. 

But the reason for my opening burst of enthusiasm for the | 
bureau today 4s something Mr. Clements is sending this year to | 
Atlanta churches who work through the bureau. It is a condensed | 
article by Walter L. Stone.from the International Journal of Re- | 
ligious Education and it emphasizes the ‘‘inconspicuous kindness’’ 
of Jesus of Nazareth, the fact that even Saint Nicholas ‘‘has never 
been seen, but his image is immortal.”’ 

‘‘Therefore,’’ wrote Mr. Stone, ‘‘we want to point out some of 
the things we will not do in our Christmas giving: 

‘1. We will not plan or participate in a public dinner or party 
to which ‘the poor’ are invited. This type of benevolence exposes 
the unfortunate condition of these families to each other and to 
the community. 

‘2, We will not personally deliver Christmas baskets. A class | 
or group or committee calling in masses on a family is generally | 
a source of embarrassment. | 

“8. No truck delivering baskets should carry a banner denot- | 
ing its charitable mission. Such a display informs curious neigh- | 
bors that a family is receiving charity. 


‘‘We believe that whatever we give to children should be 
given through the parents. The best gift we can make is one that 
will help fathers and mothers care for their own children. We 
must remember that in all Christmas giving we should think of 
the feelings of those who are forced to receive rather than the 
pride and pleasure of the ones who are privileged to give.”’ 

As if that last sentence were not enough, Mr. Stone added a 
clincher. “The preservation of family security is the first re- 
sponsibility of the community. Parents who can provide Christmas 
gifts for their own children, even if they are cheap ones, are 
keeping the family together, and that’s more important than fine 
gifts coming from outside the home.’’ 


Since the Christmas Bureau picked up Mr.. Stone’s tenets and 
is passing them on to the churches, I feel sure a great many good- 


intentioned givers who had not thought about ‘‘the feelings of 
those who are forced to receive’’ will reconsider. As the recipient 
of many a conspicuous kindess, I'd be the first to recommend the 


inconspicuous kind.

For girls and boys alike, the 
fect that skin problems are com- 
mon in adolescence provides 
little comfort.

For those of you who have a 
tendency toward a blotchy skin, 
it is important to understand 
that there are some foods that 
trigger the skin troubles. First 
on the list is chocolate, and that 
means chocolate in all forms— 
candy, cake, cookies, puddings, 


frosting, Sauces, ice cream, hot 
chocolate and cocoa. 


Avoid nuts, including peanuts 
and peanut butter, also soft 
drinks. Cut out the greasy, fried
